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PREFACE 


The p\iblLshcKl work of the lofce Dr, IVEiddlotoii bor^ bqt a smaill 
proportion to the ntore of varied eriicHtioti mid of skilled pbaervatioti with 
which he was equipped to an cxceptionnt degree. Owing to the tibemlity 
with which he placed iiis kuow1e<lge and experience at the disposal of any 
atiiileat who sought his advice, something is also preserved iu the memoTy^ 
and even in the publications of hJa frienda and piipiK ^nd of others who felt 
his iuAiience or were at one time or another associated with him in their 
work. Another direct record of hie own oh^eryations will bo welcome not 
only to those who knew him pereonally, but to all wlio are interested 
in the remains of claasicjil antiquity; and such a rBoord, by the kindness of 
Mrs. Middleton and Professor Middleton'^s cxcciitorSp is now offered to the 
membem of the Society for the Promotion of Hellenic Studies. 

After the concluaion of his hook on Bomep Dr. Middleton was employed 
upon the preparation of a somewhat similar book on the topography of 
AtheiLS^ For this purpose he had accutnulated severai volumes of notes, 
of which the most valuable cousiatei:! of aicbi tectum I and topographical 
sketches aod drawings made on the spot, mostly in the spring of 18^0 and of 
1S9^ With the help of these note-books^ and of other material puhHahed 
md unpublished, Dr. Middleton was prej^ng a series of large plans and 
flmwings, intended for reproduction in his book; and a considerable profsor- 
tion of these drawings was actually finiBhcd before his work was intemipted 
by hia death iu June, 1896- The series w&s, however* far from complete, and 
uo coatiauous test ha*l been preptired i so that it was found impracticable 
to publish the book in acconlance with the original design. Under these 
circumstances Dr. Middleton's esecutoTB, amrioits to prevent the loss of so 
much valuable material, ofthreii it to the Hellenic Society for publication. I 
was deputed by the Couned of the Society to confer with Mr. ausicrs Clarke, 
who hwi charge of Dr. Middlcton'a pipers; and, as a result, was able to 
present a report to the tkjuncU which led them-to decide on the present 
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prifalioition> At the same time it wos decided, with ^trs. Middkt'Qn’s 
upprovfil, tlwt idl the plane end dmwinge should be revised on the spot by a 
coiapetoiit nndiitect, in order to mnke such ndditions niul ooneotions ua Dr. 
\[idinetou would doubtless have wished to mnke hiiueolf, hnd he been able to 
give theiu a final revision. This task was undertaken mid orrieit out by .Mr. 
T. D. Atkinson, who went out to Athens in April, IfiOfI; 1 was myself also in 
Athens at the annie time, and % was able to verify and to discuss manr of 
the drawings on the spot with Mr. Atkinson. VVe found that some of tUeni 
required correetions of detail, which Mr. Atkinson has since carried oiiti In 
a few instancesv where the oorrections ^required were so considerable that 
the wliolo would have iiad to be redrfvwti, it seoined better to suppress the 
drawing altogether, since our object was to prepare Dr. i^flddletoD's own work 
for publication, not to base upon it a new eet of drawings and plans. 

The materials handeit over to me by Mr. Somers Olarke sufHce in most 
(sisea to show the sources from which were derived the dm wings prepred for 
ivproductiou, and to distinguish what is original in them from what is 
repeated from earlier publications. Tlieae materials consisted nf the 
following: 

1. The laige drawings themselves, from whicJi tlie pkitcs of the present 
publication have been reduced. 

1 Sets orrefcreiices to the letters inserted on meat of the plates. 

a. Six note-books, coutniniog various notes relating to the aubjccls to bo 
treated in the book on Atheus. Of these, the most Important for our present 
pucpo.se are three and a portion of a fourth that contain dmwiiiga in pencil, 
mostly with the addition of colour, made in Greece in 18SIU and ISP^. The 
subjects are almost entirely nrchitecturuL or topographical details. 

4. Several maps, pbua, and drawing taken from earlier publications, and 
covered to a greater or less degree with notes in pencil and colour. It was 
evidently Dr. Middleton's practice, whenever he could manage it, to detacii 
such published plans or drawings from their surroundings, and to annoUite 
♦hem on the spot. The earlier works of which he made most use in this way 
wore Penrose's &f Athmvm AtthiUdui-f (first edition. 1S51), anrl 

the old series of the publications of tha Greek Arehaeologioal Sooletv, 
especially the number containing the report of the Greek official commission 
<in the state of the Ereehtheum. 

Ill my notes on the plates i huve indicat&l their origin, wherever it was 
isessible, and so have distinguished what is new and original from what 

if) not 

The references to the platesi preparer! by Dr, Mifldleton were pmcticallv 
the only portion of the test of his book on Athens widcU he left remly for 
publication. Though they would have been amply sufficient for their original 
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purpoi^, they appear, os will bo &eeii, nilher nie^gi'u ip the ubaeuce uf any 
explanatory text, i have, tiowever, thought it better tn print theiii just as 
they sttipil, hikI ta ^uppleineut them by notes whicli ura readily dlatingiiished 
iVoiii them. These supplementary notes are not to be regarded m niiiking 
uiiy clidiji to be a comiiientafy ur [liacii^ioD on t!ie to]>ognipluc4il questions 
raised. A few of them correct what ajipear to be oversights or errors of 
detail or menttoii subsequent dbeoveries whicli would doubtless have led Dr 
Uiddh^tDu to uicidify or supplement his stntements. But the greater part of 
1 he ui eodsUts of extracts or iiifereuee^ fruiu Dr Siiddletou^s own note-bookSj 
such iiS he probably Lutoiided to einlsody in the test of the book- The 
selection of these Imsnot beeu easy \ perhaps more might have been ineJiideil 
with advantage. But;, from the nature of Uiu material has been very 
ilidicult t4> reproituce without an amount of inference and interpretaiion 
whieh would have made Dr Mhldleton'H own views hanl to distinguish from 
iho^ of hi$ editor; and, os has iilready been stiid, the object of tlie presentr 
pnblicsition is to put his observattoos ujign record, not to base any indepeii- 
dent work tijigii them. 

The difbciilty of an adequate piibHcation of the conientis of the note-books 
nuikes it all the more desirable that sume mrangeinent should be nioilc by 
whieb they may become ^icccsaible to students of arcbitcctiire or of Athenian 
topography, T am glad to Ije able to anTojunce that, by the kindness of 
Mrs. Middleton, and of the present Director of the FitsEwilliam Mii^^um 
at Cambridge, suob an arrangement has now been made. These note-books 
of Dr MiddletoaV will now be lioiwsitod in the Library of the Fitiswillmm 
Museum of which bo was formerly Direetor ■ and thus students in future w'ilJ 
be able to gather from them some reflectiop of the invaluable teachiug which 
their more fortunate preilecessors owed to Dr. Middleton's lectures and 
advice. 

Before concluding this jirefacc, 1 wish to point out once more, what in itnelt 
is obvious, tliat tbc most important port of tbe etliting Iloh been the revbiou 
of the plans and drawings by Mr, T. D. Atkinson, who gave a cotu?iderabte 
uinounL of time to this work both before aud after bis service as arebitect to 
tbe excavations of the British School in Melos^ Tlie Society is to bo 
Congratulated on bavicig secured Ur. Atkinson’s help for this revision^ fur Im 
was a pupil of Dr. Middloton'ax and hml actually agisted in the drawtug of 
sciiiic of the plants intcndcti for the bcoik on Athens. At on earlier st^igo, I 
have also to acknowledge the help of ilr* H. M. Fletcher, another pupil of 
Dn Middleton's, in the iKdectioii and cataloguing of tbe contents of the 
note-books. 

The thanks of the Society are above all due to Dr, Middleton's executors, 
and especially to Mii$, Middleton, for the offer of this valuable material for 
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publiL^atiuii^ $ 01(1 abk> fbr her contiibutioo to the expeiise of producing what 
will proTO* I truJdip not oaly u nieiourJal of oii^ of the most distmgiiishod 
vice'p^^aii^eot3 of the Society^ but also a wokome acquisition to all visitors 
to Athens and to al! students of Attic topography and architecture.
